Applicant 
argues that Freund US 2003/0167405 does not teach monitoring or determining the location of the personal firewall based on an IP 
address currently used by the computer terminal, the examiner asserts that Freund does teach the limitations. Freund teaches a firewall 
with multiple configurations, the configuration selected depends on the network or IP address that the client is connected to. Freund 
teaches that a client communicates with network elements to determine what network the client is attached to in order to distinguish the 
appropriate configuration. Kumar merely teaches the configuring of the device based on IP It would be obvious to use it with Freund. 
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
